Mr. Echols, of Coweta, laid on the table the following pre- 
amble and resolutions : 

Whereas, the act passed by the Legislature of the State of 
Georgia, in 1838, providing for the oall of a Convention, in 
said act they have prescribed an oath, by which the members of 
the Convention shall be governed. As we believe the Consti- 
tution should be strongly protected, to prevent alteration or 
amendments, therefore, we are willing to take the oath ; never^ 
theless, we believe it ,to be our privilege, to recommend such 
other alterations and amendments as would be for the common 
welfare and general good of the State. 

Be it therefore Resolved, That we recommend to the citi- 
zens of the State, and the members of the next Legislature of 
this State, to t^ke into consideration the alteration of the 3d and 
12th sections of the first article of the Constitution, from annual 
to bi-ennial meetings of the Legislature of the State of Georgia. 
Also, the 3d section of the 3d article of the Constitution, so as 
10 hiake the State's Attornies and Solicitors General elected for 
the term of four^years, to correspond with the term of the Judg-^ 
es of the Superior Court, and biennial meetings of the Legisla- 
ture. 

Be it further Resolved, That the Members of this Conven- 
tion protest against the 7th section of the act of the Legislature 
of the State of Georgia, in 1838, providing for the call of a 
Convention; for, in the aforesaid seventh section, they assume 
the right of dictating and prescribing to the Convention the 
principles by which they shall be governed. Such assumption? 
is a precedent that should not be tolerated, and is contrary to 
the spirit of the Constitution, and the principles of our Govern- 
ment. 

The Convention next proceeded to the election of a Presi- 
deat. James M, Wayne, Esq., a delegate fcomA\ift CwwaX>j oE. 



Chatham, was elected without opposition ; and a Committee^ 
consisting of Messrs. Stocks, Gray and Cone, of Bulloch, ap- 
pointed to conduct him to the Chair.

The Convention proceeded to the election of a Secretary, and 
on counting out the votes, it appeared that L. LaTaste, receiv- 
ed 135; F, H. Sanford 87; T. Griffin 42; -nd B. H. Robin- 
son 24; L. LaTaste was therefore declared duly elected. T, 
R. Eidson was elected Doorkeeper, and A. L. Robinson, Mes- 
senger.

Ordered, That the Convention adopt for their government, 
the Rules for the government of the House of Representatives 
of Georgia. 

Mr. Gray offered the following :

No new county be hereafter created, so as to reduce the free 
white people of the county or counties, out of which it is taken 
below one thousand five hundred, nor unless one thousand five 
hundred firee white people be included in the territory out of 
which it is proposed to be made. 

Mr. Marsh, of Burke, ofiered the following as a substitute for 
that part of the original report, relating to the Senatorial branch 
of the Legislature t 

The Senate shall consist of four Senators from each Jiidi-^. 
cial District of, this State, to be elected annually on the first 
Monday in October, until some other day be appointed by 
law. Not more than one Senator shall be elected residing in 
the same County. The manner of holding and certifying the 
elections for Senators shall be prescribed by the Legislature. 

No person shall be a Senator who shall not have attained . 
the age of twenty-five years, and who is not a citizen of the 
United States, and shall have resided in this State at least three 
years, and in the District from which he is returned, at least 
one year immediately preceding his election, unless absent upoB 
lawful business of the United Slates or of this State* 

Mr. Hudson submitted the following as a substitute for the 
whole of the original report : 

The Senate shall consist of forty members, and no more, who- 
shall be elected in the following manner : The State shall be 
laid off*, by the next General Assembly, into ten separate districts, 
to be called Senatorial Districts, and to be composed of contigu- 
ous counties which will make the districts the most compact, and ' 
to contain, as nearly as can be done, an entire equality of free 
white persons, and including three-fifths of iall the people of color, 
agreeably to the last census taken agreeably to law, and each of 
the said ten districts shall be entitled to four Senators ; but no 
county in any district shall have or be entitled to but one Sena- 
tor — the first election for Senators to take place on the first 
Monday in October, 1840.

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members each from the five counties having the largest number 
of free wjiite persons, and including three-fifths of all the people 
of color, agreeable to the last census taken agreeably to law ; 
and the thirty-fiviC counties having the next largest number of 
free white persons, and including three-fifths of all persons of 
color, agreeably to the last census taken, shall have two mem- 
bers each ; and all the balance of the counties which now are, or 
hereafter may be in this State, shall be entitled to one member 
each : the first election for members to the House of Represen- 
tatives shall take place on the first Monday in October, 1840, 
and statedly thereafter. At the first annual session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly after the census shall be taken, a new apportion- 
ment of the members of the House of Representatives shall be 
made ; so that the five counties containing the largest represen-» 
tative population at the time of the apportionment, according to 
the census last taken, shall always be entitled to three members 
each ; and the thirty-five counties containing the next largest re- 
presentative population, shall be entitled to two members each ; 
and all the balance of the counties in this State which now are, 
or hereafter may be, shall be entitled to one member each, and 
no more. 

Mr. Jenkins offered the following as a substitute for so much 
of the Report as contemplates laying ofi* the State into Senato- 
rial Districts : 

The Senate shall be elected, annually, on the first Monday in 
October, and shall be composed of forty-two Senators, to be 
chosen from the several Judicial Districts of the State, as now 
organized as follows : The Eastern, Southern, and Cherokee , 
Judicial Districts shall be entitled each to three Senators ; the 
Middle, Ocmulgee, and Northern Judicial Districts shall be en- 
titled each to four Senators ; the Western, Chattahoochee, and 
Coweta Judicial Districts shall be entitled each to five Senators ; 
the Flint District shall be entitled to six Senators. It shall be 
the duty of the General Assembly to lay off each Judicial Dis- 
trict into so many Senatorial Districts as there are Senators 
herein above allotted to it; having reference to representative 
population, upon the Constitutional basis, and to existing coun- 
ty lines ; and until that shall be done by the General Assembly, 
there shall be elected annually on the first Monday of October, 
by general ticket in each Judicial District, the number of Sena- 
tors herein before allotted to it, which elections shall be held and 
the returns consolidated and certified as the General Assembly 
may by law direct. No future change in the Judicial Districts 
now existing, shall effect any change in the arrangement herein- 
above made ; but, for the purposes of representation in the Sen- 
ate, the districts shall remain the same. It shall be the duty of 
the General Assembly once in seven years, to-wit : at its session 
immediately succeeding the takmg o? e^c\\ ^^w%\3l%^\» xoa^^'^^sjs^ 
apportionment of Senators among tjcve ^^n^x^ yx$^\^v^ $^\^v\nr-ns.

The House of Representatives shall be composed of members 
from the following Counties and Representative Districts, ac- 
cording to their respective numbers of free white persons and 
including three-fifths of all the people of color ; to be ascertain- 
ed by ac'ual enumeration to be made from tkne to time,at intervals 
of seven years, as is now by law provided. Each County having 
a representative population as above specified, of four thousand, 
or upwards, shall be entitled to one member ; of eight thousand, 
to two members ; of twelve thousand, to three members. No 
county shall have more than three members. And until the 
next enumeration shall take place, the several counties and Re- 
presentative Districts shall be entitled to the following number 
of Representatives respectively.

The number of members in both branches of the Legislature, 
shall not be increased, but when a new County is formed, it 
shall be attached to the most contiguous Senatorial District, and 
shall continue a part of the county or counties from which it 
may have been taken, for the purpose of having its share in the 
election of Representatives until the next succeeding Septennial 
enumeration. 

The Legislature may, from time to time, if necessary, after 
each Septennial enumeration, arrahge the Senatorial and Rep-

The House of Representatives shall be composed of members 
from all the counties which tfow are, or hereafter may be in- 
cluded within this State, according to their respective numbers 
of free while persons, and including three-fifths of all the peo- 
ple of color, to be ascertained by an actual enumeration, to be 
made from time to time, at intervals of seven years, as now by 
law provided. Each county shall be entitled to one member. 
Each county having a representative population as above spe- 
cified, of six thousand persons, shall be entitled to one addi- 
tional member, and each county having such representative 
population of twelve thousand persons, shall be entitled to two 
additional members, but no county shall have more than three 
members. 

The number of members of which the House of Representa- 
tiv^es will be composed according to the aforesaid ratio, and the 
last census, shall not hereafter be increased, except when anew 
county is created: and it shall be the duty of the Legislature, 
at their session, to be holden next after the enumeration provi- 
ded for by law, so to regulate the ratio of representation, as to 
prevent such increase. 

The Representatives shall be chosen annually, on the first 
Monday of October, until such day of election shall be altered 
by law.

So the Convention refused to reconsider. 

Mr. Dougherty offered the following as a substitute for the 
report of the committee of the whole. 

The Senate shall consist of forty-six members, and no more, 
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•elected annually on the first Monday in October^ and shall be 
composed of one member from each of forty-six Senatorial 
Districts, formed by joining together two contiguous counties 
throughout the State ; and whenever hereafter the Legislature 
shall lay olT and establish a new county, it shall be added to 
the most contiguous Senatorial District. 

The House of Representatives shall never consist of more 
than one hundred and forty members, and shall be composed 
of members from all the counties which now are or hereafter 
• may be included within this State according to their respective 
numbers of rlree white persons, including three fifths of all the 
people of color. The Legislature, at its session after each 
succeeding septennial enSmeration of the peopje of this State, - 
shall fix a ratio of representation, by which the representatives 
shall be apportioned among the several counties thereof, in pro- 
portion to their respective population, as above; but in no case 
shall more than two counties be added together to form a Kep-' 
resentative District. 

The Representatives shall be elected annually on the fir^t 
Monday in October, until such day of election be altered by 
law. 

Until the next succeeding septennial enumeration of the peo- 
ple of this State, the Senators and Representatives shall be 
elected from districts and counties as hereinafter declared, as 
follow^ : 

1. The counties of Rabun and Union shall form and com- 
pose a district, which shall be entitled to send one Senator and. 
one Representative jointly.

the person receiving the next highest n^umber of votes, being a 
citizen of the other county, shall be the Representative for the 
district.

The question was next taken on the indefinite postponement 
of the substitute offered by Mr. Jenkins, and was decided in the 
affirmative. 

Mr. Battle offered the following substitute, which was ordered 
to lie on the table for the balance of the session. 

The Senate shall consist of one member from each county, to 
be elected every two years, viz : on the first Monday in Octo- 
ber, of every other year, until altered by law. 

The House of Representatives shall consist of one member 
from each of the counties now organized, or which hereafter 
may be organized in this State ; and those counties having a re- 
presentative population of 5,000, shall be entitled to two mem- 
bers, those of 10,000, to three, and those of 15,000, four ; to be 
elected on the first Monday of October of every other year, un- 
til altered by law. 

The members so elected for the General Assembly, shall 
meet once for every two years, and not ofv^Tvev, unless called 
together by the Governor. 
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The report of the Committee of the Whole was then taken up. 

Mr. Harmon, of Monroe, moved to strike out Crawford frOm 
the twenty-fourth Senatorial District, and insert Monroe. 

Which was lost. 

It was then moved to strike out Murray from the thirtieth 
Senatorial District, and insert Cherokee.

Mr. Murphey, of DeKalb, moved to strike out three-fifths of 
the people of color, and insert two-fifths ; which was also lost.

Resolved^ That if the people of this State ratify the proceed- 
ings of this Convention, the Legislature shall thereafter be con- 
vened on the second Monday in November, every year, until 
altered by a Constitutional amendment.

and that a copy of such proceedings be transmitted to each 
member of this Convention, and that he pay for the same out 
of the Printing Fund.
